Survey Reveals 
Interesting Facts 
On PC Enrollment 

The Friends Church and the 
state of Oregon predominate the 
enrollment statistics for the sec- 
ond semester, a recent survey re- 
vealed. The survey also revealed 
that enrollment is exactly the same 
as the last semester. Of the 156 
students enrolled this semester 
115 belong to the Friends church. 
Second to the Friends, the Metho- 
dist church claims the most stu- 
dents, with 6 listing it as their 
preference. There are 6 students 
each who belong to the Baptist and 
Nazarene churchs. The Christian 
and the Presbyterian church have 
3 representatives each, with the 
Free Mthodist, Evangelical Unit- 
ed Brethren, Kingwood Bible 
Church, Congregational and Luth- 
eran have two representatives 
each. There is one member in 
school from each of the following 
churches: Evangelical Mennonite 
Brethren, Seventh Day Adventist, 
Evangelical, Assembly of God, and 
a community church. Two stu- 
dents did not list a church pref- 
erence. 

~ Ninety-seven students gave Ore- 
gon as their permanent address. 
Idaho with 30, and Washington 
with 14 are next. Also represent- 
ed are California, 8; Kansas, 1; 
Bolivia, 2; and Alaska, 2. 

The largest class in school is 
the freshman, with 50 enrolled. 
The juniors are second with 39. 
There are 33 graduating seniors, 
while the sophomores have 24 
members. There are 7 special stu- 
dents, one post graduate, and two 
ThB's. 

Enrollment figures also reveal 
that 41 of the students are mar- 
ried, while 113 are single.
